Bryan Hint, assistant manager of 
shirt factory, was notified on 
Monday morning by Mrs. Phillips, 
who called him by telephone from 
New Brunswick, of

but she did not tell him the particu­ 
lars. 
Mr. Phillips has owned and man­ 
aged the local shirt factory for the 
past seven years. The factory also 
pperates a branch at Bonneauville.

A man was killed instantly and his woman companion 
was injured slightly when the coupe in which they were rid­ 
ing was struck by a Pennsylvania railroad passenger train at 
Lefever’s crossing on the Littlestown-Hanover road at 9 
o'clock this morning. 
The victim was identified by cards in his pocket as Samuel 
M. Montgomery, of Rock Ville, Maryland, presumably a sales­ 
man for a Washington, D. C., garage. He suffered a crushed 
chest. 
He was aged about 45 years. 
His companion was Ethel P. Stephens, 1107 16th street, 
N. W., Washington, I). C., owner of the coupe. 
The train in charge of Conductor Seifert, York, was pro­ 
ceeding toward Littlestown, and was due to arrive there at 
9 o’clock. 
Montgomery and his companion were traveling 
toward Hanover. 
Skid Mark* On Road 
Skid marks on the macadam 
highway indicated that Montgom­ 
ery applied the brakes about 
150 
feet west of the crossing when he 
first saw the train approaching. As 
the skid marks neared the tracks, 
they veered to the right as though 
the driver thought he might avoid 
a collision by swinging away from 
the train. 
Harvey 
Wildasin and 
Norman 
Tawney, both of Littlestown R. 4. 
who were husking corn on the farm 
of George Kump, witnessed the ac­ 
cident. Both said they saw tile car 
skidding toward the tracks. "When 
the machine stopped," 
Wildasin 
said, “the Dont wheels were on the 
track directly in front of the en­ 
gine.” 
No Watchman 
The train was traveling at mod­ 
erate speed as it approached 
the 
crossing which is unguarded except 
for warning signs on both sides. As 
soon as Engineer Tammany, of 
Frederick, saw the machine, he ap­ 
plied the air brakes, but it was too 
late to avoid a crash The coupe was 
swung around and carried about 2t 
feet up the tracks where it was 
pushed off by the engine, coming to 
a stop parallel with the tracks and 
headed in the direction of L ittle­ 
town. The train was stopped about 
IOO yards further up the track. 
No Outward Injuries 
Montgomery was on that side of 
the coupe which was struck and 
received the full impact of the col­ 
lision. Except for a minor lacera­ 
tion on the left 
side of 
his 
forehead, the victim bore no out­ 
ward injuries. 
Dr. C. O. Crist, acting Adams 
county coroner during the absence 
of Dr. Edgar A. Miller, was notified 
and arrived at the scene of the 
fatality about an hour afterward. 
He questioned 
the 
eye-witnesses 
and the Littlestown station agent, 
but the train proceeded after the 
crash and no statement could be

It was the energetic Mr. Lanigan 
who dug up the information we 
posted earlier to the credit of Frank 
Killen, Pittsburgh southpaw, who 
won 33 games In 1893 and 31 in 
1896. 


For Kinuye Hitomi 
British comment upon the death 
of Japan’s noted girl athlete, 24- 
year-old Kinuye Hitomi, describes 
her “undoubtedly the greatest girl 
athlete the world has ever seen.” 
She was a victim of pleurisy. 
At the time of her death Hitomi 
held the world's feminine records 
for 200 meters (24.7 seconds) and

ju m p ' (20 
feet,

inches). 
For a time she also was 
a joint holder of the 100-meter rec­ 
ord of 12.2 seconds with Betty Rob­ 
inson, of Chicago. 
She threw the 
javelin over 
IOO feet and high 
jumped 4 feet, 9 inches. 
“Her profession,” writes our Brit­ 
ish commentator, "was that of a 
journalist on the staff of the Japa­ 
nese 
newspaper Osaka 
Mainichi, 
but for many years she had taken 
such a prominent part in interna­ 
tional athletic meetings that the 
name of the frail-looking girl was 
known all over the world. 
"Her imagination took five when 
the women’s world games at Paris 
were instituted in 1922. 
She re­ 
ceived no coaching but contented 
herself with watching famous men 
athletes at work. 
Her prowess at 
Gothenburg, Sweden (in 1926) was 
amazing, for she won both the 
standing and running long jumps 
and was placed second in the dis­ 
cus throw. 
She scored the whole 
of Japan's 15 points which placed 
that nation fifth. 
“Upon returning to Japan, Miss 
Hitoml’s coaching was undertaken 
by S. Tam, who represented his 
country a t the Paris Olympics. The 
admission of women to the Olym­ 
pics in 1928 saw her, the sole repre­ 
sentative of her country, sprinting 
and discus-throwing at Amsterdam 
and she was only just beaten at 800 
meters by Frau Radke who set the 
world's record at 2 minutes, 16.8 
seconds.”

EYE INJURIES 
The first principle in first aid 
is to see to it th a t if the treatm ent 
adm inistered is of no value, it at 
least does not Injure the patient. 
In few instances of first aid is 
this principle of ffs great a value 
as in treating injuries of the eye. 
Here this idea m ight indeed be 
understood to m ean, “hands off un­ 
less you know what you are doing." 
The eyes are subject to many 
sorts of injuries, but the m ost com­ 
mon undoubtedly is the entrance 
into th e eye of foreign bodies.

W hen the eyeball covering has 
been penetrated we have the poten­ 
tial beginning of an ulceration, and 
the condition then requires expert 
handling. 
W hatever is done about the eye, 
scrupulous cleanliness m ust be ob­ 
served/ 
Adding infection to injury 
is no way to render first aid tre a t­ 
m ent. 
If the injury is evidently more 
th an of passing nature, as may 
tx* recognized from th e reaction of 
the eye, and the “feeling," medical 
attention should be secured w ith­ 
out delay.

No Cardinal Reaches Third 
It was Martin who almost single­ 
handed “stole" the second game of 
the series from Earnshaw with his 
spectacular base running, 
but 
the 
big 
right-hander 
permitted 
no 
Cardinal foot to reach third base 
Tuesday afternoon as he bore down 
with blinding speed on the three 
occasions he was threatened. 
Meanwhile, the big .sluggers of 
the A's emerged from their two-day 
coma to knock Sylvester Johnson 
out of the box in the sixth inning 
with an attack featured by Jimmy 
Foxx's terrific home run over the 
left-field stands. The world cham­ 
pions collected ten hits off the com­ 
bined offerings of Johnson and Jim 
Lindsey, twice as many as they 
gained off Hanahan and Grimes in 
two previous contests. 
SSL Louis Trip Assured 
They looked every inch the part 
of world champions in squaring the 
series, thereby making 
it 
certain 
that the warring forces will return 
to St Louis to decide the issue after 
playing the fifth game here today. 
There was no presidential atmos­ 
phere to add excitement to Tues­ 
day's game, but 
another capacity 
crowd of 32.295 
fans 
yelled itself 
hoarse as 
Earnshaw 
twirled 
the 
second two-hit game of the series.

C ourt official antici­ 
pated th a t the trial would be given 
last place on the October docket. 
Eleven W itnesses Heard 
Eleven witnesses were heard by 
the grand Jury, which returned the 
indictm ent after an all-day session 
W H 
G raham , brother of 
Mrs 
Kane, appeared, although Mr. and 
Mrs. W. C. G raham , parents of the 
dead woman, were not asked to tes­ 
tify after being uummoned. 
W it­ 
nesses were those who testified at 
the coroner’s inquest and the pre­ 
lim inary hearing of Kane. 
Mrs. K ane was drowned a t a lone­ 
ly spot on Chesapeake bay Septem ­ 
ber ll, and Professor K ane was a r­ 
rested on a w arrant charging m ur­ 
der a few hours after the funeral 
two days later. 
He was preparing 
to leave th e G raham home when 
the arrest was made. 
Coroner George 
K. Vanderslice 
returned a verdict of prem editated 
m urder afte r an extended inquest. 
He made 
public letters to 
K ane 
from Mrs. Betty H. Dahl, of M ount 
Holly. New Jersey, which he said 
were an im portant 
factor in his 
verdict. 
W oman Has Not Appeared 
Mrs. D ahl has not appeared in 
the case. 
At the prelim inary hear­ 
ing of Kane, when he was bound 
over to the grand jury, the defense 
offered no witnesses. 
W. C. G raham later revealed th a t 
the 
letters 
were 
known 
to 
the 
G raham fam ily and to Mrs, Kane. 
He said they had caused Mrs. Kane 
■great unhappiness” 
Mrs. G raham broke dowrn on the 
stand a t th e prelim inary hearing 
and was 
w ithdraw n 
after a few 
questions. 
Before retiring she said, 
between 
sobs, th a t her 
daughter 
seemed to dread the swimming p ar­ 
ty from which she never returned 
Mr. G raham also testified to this 
effect.

He should deliver a master­ 
piece of diction which embodies the 
acme of achievement and promise, 
sounding phrases which are pleasing to 
the “extremes”. 
And he must praise 
party performances as well as defend 
its delinquencies. 
It is a large order, hut before the 
steam rollers of the conventions start 
to move, a man to meet these require­ 
ments must be found. 
The hunt now 
is on. 
Potential Keynoters 
Among the democrats the names of 
Joe Robinson of Arkansas and Jack 
Garner of Texas are mentioned. Both 
are their party's leaders in congress 
and have fought where the battle was 
the hardest. 
When geographic equation comes 
into the selection, the name of Senator 
Bulkley of Ohio is heard as well as 
that 
of 
Senator 
James 
Hamilton 
Lewis of Illinois. 
There is also Sen­ 
ator Wagner of New York, author of 
unemployment relief legislation 
Ami there are a number of other 
potential keynoters for the democrats. 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky, Ciov. 
(ieorge W hite of Ohio, former Gov­ 
ernor Byrd of Virginia, former Sec­ 
retary of W ar Baker, and Senator 
Walsh of Montana are among them.

Senator McNary of Oregon, assist­ 
ant leader of the senate, is another.

Vandenberg 
of 
Michigan, 
who never 
tires of leading young 
“Turks” in the senate, also figures in 
the conversations. 
The name Calvin Coolidge is even 
mentioned. 
Certainly if the ex-pres­ 
ident could tie i>ersuaded his presence 
as a keynoter might bring to the re­ 
publican convention a harmonious rjte 
much to be desired.

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RELIEVING IDLE 
IN LARGE CITIES 
IS BIGGEST TASK 


Middle W est Pushes Ahead 
In Preparation For 
W inier Relief. 


By F. A. Rash 
Chicago 
(A P ).—Two 
unemploy­ 
ment problems fare the industrial and 
agricultural midwest this winter. 
The first and perhaps most serious 
is in aiding the jobless in the larger 
cities such as Chicago, Detroit and 
Cleveland. 
The other is in providing work and 
relief in some rural sections hard hit 
this summer by grasshopper infesta­ 
tion and drought. 
The farm areas 
needing relief most are found in South 
Dakota and Nebraska. 
To meet the situation a variety of re­ 
lief projects are put forth. They range 
from doles to sports events for char­ 
ity ; 
from public construction 
pro­ 
grams to public subscription; from 
efforts to increase odd jobs to preserv­ 
ing surplus crops. 
In addition many 
farmers have bartered grain and fruit. 
400,000 Jobless 
Relief measures in Illinois are con­ 
centrated in Cook comity, which con­ 
tains Chicago and where it is esti­ 
mated there are nearly 400,(MN) job­ 
less. 
The largest item in the pro­ 
gram of (tov. Louis I.. Kmmerson’s 
relief commission is $8,Hf)0,000 to lie 
raised in Cook county by public so­ 
licitation. 
Indiana’s unemployed are estimated 
at 170,000 by Dr. John IL Hewitt, di­ 
rector of the state unemployment com­ 
mission. 
The state highway commis­ 
sion has taken over 37K more miles of 
state roads for secondary maintenance. 
A fund of $750,000 is available for the 
project, and ahout 5,000 will get work. 
Plans for winter relief in Iowa are 
principally local. 
Offer* Million 
A state commission has bren named 
in 
Michigan 
by 
(joy. 
Wilber 
M. 
Brucker to cooperate with federal and 
local relief agencies. 
Senator James 
Consent has offered Detroit $1,000,- 
000 if the city raises an additional 
$9,000,000, and this will lie attempted. 
In Minneapolis, 'Minn., a movement 
is under w m fto form a “joh-a-week" 
club through which citizens will be 
called upon to furnish odd jobs. 
Cities and towns in Nebraska have 
launched 
public 
improvement 
pro­ 
grams, while the state is preparing to 
aid farmers facing an emergency be­ 
cause of grasshopper damage, drought 
and loss of cattle through anthrax. 
Gov. Charles W. Bryan has set aside 
about $150,000 for an emergency road- 
huilding program to he undertaken by 
hand and team labor including farm 
ers. 
North Dakota’s nine largest cities 
are estimated to have 2,875 jobless 
and unemployment is confined largely 
to cities. 
In Ohio Gov. George W hite’s re­ 
lief commission is concentrating on a 
bridge-building program with some 


300 bridges to be repaired or replaced 
at an expense of more than $3,090,000, 
most of which will be paid to labor. 
In many sections of Ohio local wel­ 
fare 
units 
have 
preserved 
surplus 
farm products to aid the idle this win­ 
ter. «Special tax levies arc planned 
in several cities. 
South Dakota has done nothing for 
its urban unemployed, hut the state 
highway commission has let construc­ 
tion contracts to counties which have 
put farmers with teams to work. 
Wisconsin 
is 
estimated 
to have 
about 
160,000 unemployed and an­ 
ticipates the need of between $6,000,- 
000 and $7,OOO,(MN) for public relief 
work during the calendar year.
